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chap. Deuteronomy: ‘‘So I (Moses) 
took the chiefs of your tribes, wise men 
and known, and made them heads 
over you, captains over thousands, and 


captains over hundreds, and captains 


over fifties, and captains over tens, 
and officers among your tribes.” 

The law of primogeniture, so preva- 
lent in different degrees amongst the 
nations overrun by the Goths and 
Vandals, and their kinsmen, strikes us 
as being.a relic of Mosaic law. Accord- 
ing to Hebrew law, the first-born son 
received a double portion in his father’s 
estate. The English law greatly re- 
sembles this. It would almost appear 
that this double portion was conferred, 
amongst the Hebrews, on the oldest 
male child, to compensate in some de 
gree for the loss of the priesthood held 
by him of right in patriarchal days, 
but under the Mosaic dispensation 
vested in the house of Aaron. 

With a certain class of scientists, 
the language of a people has great 
weight in determining its origin. This 
test has been applied to the language 
of the Anglo-Saxons, and it has been 
found that a number of Hebrew words 
exist almost unaltered in our modern 
English tongue. On this point, the 
author of Our loraclitish Origin“ 
writes: As to language, it is granted 
that this, of itself, could not identify 
a people, or distingnish Israel, for ex- 


ample, from the Canaanites. 


Still it may be expected that a suffici- 
ency would remain of the Hebrew, to 


tell of this people's (the Saxon’s) ac- 


quaintance therewith ; and such is the 
case. It has been observed by linguists; 
that a very great deal of the ancient 
language of Israel exists in the modern 
languages of Europe, and that it is 
through a Gothic medium tbat this 
8 supply of Hebrew has come. 


o much have these languages been 


thrown into a Hebrew mould, that a 
French abbe has lately proposed to 
make use of the Hebrew as a grand key 
to these languages.“ sa 
Another writer, referring to Mr. 


Wilson’s statements, remarks : | 
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„„ There is no reason to doubt that 
in common with the wave of nations 
speaking the Indu-Germanic dialects, 


which overflowed Europe on the 


breaking up of the Roman Empire, the 
Anglo Saxons came from the Zénd- 
speaking districts of Asia. And while 
Mr. Wilson adduces reasons from the 
language of the Anglo-Saxons and 
Danes, for believing that a long and 
intimate association had existed be- 
tween these people and the Persians 


before the former moved westward, 


he also proves the existence of a large 


admixture of Hebrew words in the 


language of the Anglo-Saxons, and not 
the least in the Scottish branch of that 
people. In this he sets a proof of the 
descent of these people from the Israel- 
itish tribes that were removed by the 
kings of Nineveh, from their native 
land, and planted in the cities of Media 
and Persia. They had retained, in 
their new abode, much of their Hebrew 
mother-tongue, while gradually adopt- 
ing the Zend as the body of their new 


language. An additional and most 


important confirmation of Mr. Wilson’s 
idea, has heen supplied by Prof. C. P. 
Smyth. This is seen in the circum- 
stance that the Anglo Saxons possessed 
a metrology corresponding exactly. so 
far as it extended, witb the metrology 
common to the Temple of Jerusalem 
and the great Pyramid.” By way of 
illustration, we extract from Hine’s 
‘* Forty-seven Identifications,” a few 
Hebrew words, with their Enylish 
form :

_ Elder Lorenzo Snow said the Lat- 


ter-day Saints understand very well 
that. we are dependent on the Spirit 
of the Lord for any information we 
may possess, pertaining to the things 
of His kingdom. We find ourselves 
here in an infantile state, and have to 
receive an education until we reach 
the dignity of the Godhead. We are

Paul taught the doctrine that the 
Saints should have the same mind as 
was in Christ Jesus, who, being in the 
form of God, thought it was not robbery 
to be made equal with God. The 
Saints in those days had to pass 
through much trouble and persecution, 
and it was necessary to direct their 
minds towards the glorious future, 
when they would come in possession 
of so great and precious a treasure.

1 have therefore 
thought it best to defer this matter 
until the next April Conference, when 

the general reports from the several 
Stakes will be in, which will thus 
enable us to make a satisfactory exhib- | 
it. I would respectfully request that 
the Bishops and Presidents of the 
various Stakes will furnish to me not 
later than the Ist of next March, and 
each succeeding year, a full financial 
report of the several Stakes, including 
schedules of tithing, and also that 
Bishop Hunter’s agents will furnish 
him a similar statement, so that his 
clerk and mine may have time to ad- 
just all accounts between the Trustee 
and Bishop, that a satisfactory financi- 
al report may be presented. =

We are satisfied that goods can 
be furnished by Z. C. M. I. tothe branch 
stores and retail dealers on such terms 
as it will be to their interest to pur-

4th. We would suggest that our 
manufacturers: of woolen goods con- 


sider the —w? of classifying the 


products of their several factories, as 


we believe goods can be produced 


cheaper when a specialty is made of 
some particular line than in the at- 
tempt to manufacture all classes in the 
same factory. And that they and all 
manufacturers of home productions 
bring their business to a cash basis, 
that their goods may be hand led to the 
best advantage. And that the Parent 
Co-op. and all other merchants instruct 
their managers and salesmen to urge 
the sale of all classes of home products 
upon the attention of the people. 

5th. We are pleased to learn that Z. 
O. M. I. has purchased, during the 
last twelve months, over $125,000 
worth of home-made articles, uud that 
they are disposed to encouraye the sale 
of all home products as far as prac- 
tioable.

THE SEASON’S EMIGRATION. 
| 

We have received the welcome intelligence that the S. S. Wyoming reached 
New York safely at five o’clock a. m. on Tuesday, October 29th. It conveyed 
to that port the company of Saints that left Liverpool on Saturday, Oct. 19th, 
being the last of this season’s emigration. In connection with all faithful 
Latter-day Saints, we lift our hearts with gratitude and praise to God for his 
kindness and mercy in having exercised his preserving power through another 
season in behalf of His people * in obedience to His command, have gath- 
ered out of Babylon. 

Nearly two thousand souls have left the shores of these old countries toi the 
land of Zion during the present year, without, so far as we know, a single 
accident of a serious character having occurred to any of them upon the long 
and arduous journey. This remarkable evidence of divine interposition in 
behalf of a devoted people is but a repetition of what has been visible during 
a long series of years, while the gathering has been in progress, showing that 
while the people of God are in the line of duty they are walking in the path of 
safety. These things should be a testimony to the world that the Lord is at the 
helm of this work, but only a fow recognize the important fact. They are, 
however, a testimony to the Saints, which should increase their faith in His 
Promises and power and cause their hearts to be constantly directed to Him in 
rejoicing, praise and thanksgiving. 


RECORDS AND REPORTS. 

In addition to our remarks in number 42 of the Sran, in relation to the 
necessity of strictness in attending to the financial business of the Branches 
and Conferences, we have a few words upon a kindred subject, also of much 
importance. We refer to correct keeping of the Branch Records. 

The various portions of the European Mission are required to furnish this 
office with reports, for every half year, ending respectively on the 30th of each 
June and 3Ist of each December. 

It is most desirable that those reports should be correct, that the general 
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status of the Mission may be clearly understood. It needs little or no reason- 
ing to make it appear perfectly clear that unless the Branch Records are care- 
fully kept free from error the reports required cannot possibly make a faithful 
showing of the numerical and other condition of the churches separately, and 
the aggregate, based upon such erroneous basis, must, as a logical sequence, be 


erroneous. 

The observance of a few well defined ‘rules or principles will set all these 
matters right where errors have crept in. The person selected for clerk should 
be faithful, diligent, and, so far as can be, capable. Where the Records have 
been loosely kept heretofore and do not therefore show the true status of the 
Branches, steps should be immediately taken to have them placed in good con- 
dition’ When this most desirable point is reached the only course necessary to 
keep them up is never to allow them to run bebind, but make the entries at 
the time the necessity for them arises.’ When persons are baptized the particulars ~ 

should be taken down at the time, also in the matter of re-baptisms, blessing 
of children and all other circumstances which are rightfully matters of record. 
In case of the removal of any member of a branch to another, he or she should 
take a certificate of standing, signed by the Clerk as well as the President of 
the Branch with which the person has been ideutified, that the change may be 
duly recorded and the reporting of persona as belonging to branches from 
which they bave disconnected may be avoided. Members of the Church 
should only be received into Branches on presentation of certificates from those 
wath which they were formerly identified, that all things may be done in order. 
The Lord is not the author of contuaion, but of peace.” The same care 
shculd be exercised in relation to deaths, excommunications, etc., that the 
books of the Church may give a faithful showing of its condition, 

We consider it advisable to throw out a few hints on this subject in advance 
of the next half-yearly report, to be made up to December 31, 1878. We 

desire that all whose duty it is to see to these matters, should at Rep adopt 
duch measures as will secure for this Office as faithful and correct reports of 
the condition of the Mission as can possibly be obtained. Those reports 
should reach this Office not later than the 15th of January next. That they 
may be uniform, and that the labor of making them may be simplified, we 
purpose furnishing, for use in the Branches and Conferences, blank forms to 
be filled out. 

A spirit has been moving, especially of late years, upon the Authorities, to 
have all the records of the Church at home, general and also in the several Stakes 
throughout the length and breadth of Zion, kept in detailed exactness. Those 
who have to furnish local reports for the departments to which they are 
attached, are instructed to make them minutély correct. It is our desire to 
see this same spirit widely diffused throughout the Branches and Conferences 
of the Church in these lands. When persons who are abroad among the 
nations are embued with the spirit that prevails i in Zion, it isa strong indica- 
tion that they are walking in the paths of duty.

_ In consequence probably of being absorbed in the consideration of loca} 
politics, and on account of human life progressing gradually to the point of 
becoming, in public estimation, an exceedingly cheap commodity, the leading 
Liverpool papers makelonly passing allusions to this lamentable occurrence. 


ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 
We are permitted to extract the following from a letter, dated Sept. 10th, 
from Brother Francis Cope, of Salt Lake City, to Elder Joseph Bull, jr: 


„Everything in Zion is encouraging, harvest is plentiful and it would seem 
that the Lord is giving the Saints every oppcrtunity to provide for the famines 
that are predicted. Many scoff at the idea ; ‘‘see the plenty we had last year to 
ship out of the country and more this year; does this look like famine ?” they 
say. Butas the famine followed the plenty in Egypt nn, so will it do 
here, and woe to those who heed not the warning. 

„The Twelve are working unitedly in the kingdom, and the various quo- 
rums are one with them ; so everything is going along peaceably and harmoni- 
ously. Our enemies are letting us alone. . When President Taylor visits the 
Bishops’ meeting his presence is hailed with joy and pleasure ; his teachings 
are so kind and so fatherly that all feel they have been blessed in listening to 
his wise counsels. The New Tabernacle is progressing pretty well and, when 
finished, will be an ornament to the city. The Temple also begins to rear itself 
e . aloft and fills the Saints with bopes that ere long they may be per- 
mitted to enter therein and be participants of its blessings. 

Business has been very dull this year, but there is an improvement on the 
railroad, which is considered an index to the business of the country. 

To day Committees are busy collecting means to assist the plague-stricken 
South. You no doubt have read and are reading daily of the fearful havoc the 
pestilence is making in the Southern States. Hundreds are dying daily of the 
Yellow Fever with scarcely any one to give them a drink of water to soothe their 
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burning thirst, and now hunger and want are being felt in addition to the ter- 
rible scourge of the fever. The sceptical may laugh when they are told of the 
fearful judgements that will snrely be poured out upon the nations in the due 
time of the Lord, but when we see the suffering existing in so small a part of 
the earth as the Southern States we can form some idea of the terrible things 
that the Lord can suffer to come upon the people when his wrath is allowed to 


manifest itself.“ 


By letter from President Flamm, we learn that Elder Fuhrmeister recently 
baptized seven persons at Halberstadt, Germany, and there organized a branch 
of the Church, consisting of thirteen members. :

| Copenhagen, Oct. 16th, 1878. 
President W. Budge, 

Dear Brother. — Your interesting 
visit to Denmark will long be remem- 
bered by those who had the pleasure 
of making your acquaintance, and will 
not be without good consequences. [ 
was very much pleased to form your 
acquaintance, and also to receive 


counsel and considerations, which I 


hope shall always be appreciated. 
I left Copenhagen on the 27th of 
September for Christiania, Norway, 
for the P of attending Confer- 
ence. 
day, by rail from Malmo, Sweden. 
The Conference began on the evening 
of the 28th and continued over the 
29th. I attended in all six meetings 
while there, which were very well 
attended. Many good counsels were 
given and also powerful testimonies 
borne of the truth of the work of the 
Lord. Christiania Conference includes 
the whole of Norway, and consists of 
941 members. Thirty-eight have been 
baptized since spring conference, or in 
four months. The prospect is that a 
good work will be done in Norway 
this coming winter, as we have got a 
very efficient corps of missionaries 
there at present, and inquiry is mani- 
fested by the people. | 

I left Christiania on the 2ad of Oc- 
tober and went, by rail, to Stockholm, 
Sweden, where Conference began on 
the Sth and continued on the 6th of 
October. I was present at, while in 
Stockholm, seven meetings, which 
were well attended by Saints and 


arrived there the following 


strangers and a good spirit prevailed. 
Stockholm Conference consists of 912 
members, 117 have been baptized since 
the first of June, when we held the 
spring Conference. The work in 
Sweden is in a very prosperous con- 


dition, and a great work is still to be 


done in that country. The publication 
of the Book of Mormon and the 
North Star, in the Swedish language, 
are great help for our Elders to dis- 
seminate the Gospel amongst the 
people. 

Aftonbladet, one of the leading 
papers of Stockholm, bas lately pub- 
lished some very fair articles about the 
‘*Mormons,” which is something very 
uncommon, for as a general thing, 
nothing but the most scandalous. 
stories are re-produced in the papers. 
in these countries, which they general- 
ly copy from American papers. I will 
here give you one or two of those 
articles : 

The Mormons and Science: Presi- 
dent John Taylor, successor of Brig- 
ham Young, has, in a most friendly 
manner, received and assisted a scien- 
tific delegation, that has been taking 
observations on the North American 
Continent,for which purpose Salt Lake 
City was chosen as one of the stations. 
The President, who manifested great 
interest for the work, assisted them in 
it by letting them have astronomical 
instruments and offered to construct a. 


special telegraph line, on purpose to 
facilitate their observations.” 


Another article says: Momonism 
did not die with Brigham Young ; but 
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is blooming and growing. The Twelve, 


on whom the Prophet’s mantle fell, are 


not, as we had supposed, in strife and 
quarrelling with one another, but 
operate in all harmony for that work 
which Brigham Young, with undeni- 
able and great acuteness of. mind, 
organized. The number of the Saints 
has lately increased so fast, that they 
are thinking of organizing new colonies 
outside of Utah, where the land to a 
great extent is such a desert that even 
the great Mormon industry is not able 


to convert into a garden. They now. 


turn their eyes upon Mexico, where 
the new colonies can be governed and 
controlled from Zion. The Mexican 
Government has promised to bid the 
Mormons welcome, and promise not 
tu interfere with their social or family 
relations.“ 

I left Stockholm on the 8th and 
arrived here on the 9th, having enjoy- 
-ed my trip very much, being in pos- 
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session of very good health. The 
Copenhagen Conference convened on 
the 12ch inst. and continued on the 
13th. It was well attended, and we 
had a general good time. The Confer- 
ence consists of 862 members, sixty- 
nine have been baptized in the last 
four months and 113 emigrated. 

The brethren who arrived here on 
the 24th and 25th of September have 
been appointed to work as follows: 
Goudy Hogan and John A. Halversen 
in Norway; N. P. Rasmussen and 
Chr. Jeusen in Copenhagen Conference;

All classes of home products should 
be persistently brought to the notice of 
the people, and to this end we would 
recommend that managers and sales- 
men of co-operative institutions urge 
upon the people the purchase of a 
home produced article in preference to 
an imported one. : 

Z. C. M. I. has done much to foster 
home products, and is desirous to 
continue the same. 

During the past year, we learn, that 
no less than $125,000 worth of home 
made articles were purchased by the 
parent institution, and sold to its 
customers.

REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE ON PRODUCE. 
Salt Lake City, U. T, 
October 4th, 1878. 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Committee of Inquiry. . 
Your committee on produce beg 
respectfully to submit as their report : 
Ist. That the produce trade of our 
Territory is an important one,approxi- 
mating in value to one million of 
dollars per annum, and should, in the 
opinion of your committee, be handled 
and marketed as far as possible by 
Zion's Co-operative Mercantile Insti- 
tution, in the best interest of the 
producer, 
2d. It is the opinion of your com- 
mittee that this branch of trade hereto- 
fore, has been too extensively man- 
aged by middle men, having no 


common interest in the prosperity of 
the people. These parties have fre- 
quently secured the saleable produce 
of our Territory at rates which too 
often seem to have had no relation 
whatever to the prices secured by 
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them, from actual consumers. This, 
in the opinion of your committee, is all 
wrong, in that it is a positive injury 
to our farmers who, as a class, are not 
supposed to be fully familiar with the 
“tricks of trade” often _ practised 
upon them by these middle men ; nor 
can they reasonably be expected, 
individually to become familiar with 
prices ruling at commercial centers. 

t therefore becomes the duty, and it 
should be the pleasure of Z. C. M. I. 
in receiving the patronage of our home 
producers to Jook well to the interest 
of the latter in this regard; securing 
for them the lowest rates for transpor- 
tation where produce is shipped out of 
the Territory, and the highest ruling 
prices for the same at points of desti- 
nation. 

3d. When Z. C. M. I. exchanges 
goods for eng they should, in the 
opinion of your committee, make a 
reasonable profit on the former, and 
not seek to make gains on the latter. 
A uniform policy of this kind strictly 
adhered to would, without doubt, 
speedily render the business of these 
— men in this line, very undesir- 

able. 

4. We believe that, in all these mat 
ters, Zion’s Co-»perative Mercantile 
Institution, should, as heretofore,take 
the lead, fully demonstrating that her 
interests are fully identified with the 
interests of the people of our Territory, 
and that her efforts are for and not 
against them, and in this connection 
she should avoid as far as possible, the 
importation and sale of foreign pro- 
duce, giving always our home produced 
articles the preference. 

5. In order to secure the best results 
as to the quality of, and prices for the 


produce of our Territory, we would 


respectfully suggest and earnestly 
recommend the erganization and per- 
manent establishment of a local board 
of trade in each Stake throughout the 
Territory to do business in harmony 
and with the aid of Z. C. M. I. 

6th. The best possible means with 
which to unite our people on co-opera- 


tion in reference to the produce trade 


of the Territory, is, in the opinion of 
your committee, to adopt and practice 
these suggestions, and for Zion's 
Co-operative Mercantile Institution in 
all her commercial relations, to protect 
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her customers and particularly our 
home producers as she, under like

Brethren—Your sub committee on 
wool, hides, and pelts, etc., met pur- 
snant to adjournment, at the Council 
House, and after mature deliberation, 
we beg leave to report that, 

In our opinion, in order to accom- 
plish the desired object and obtain a 
unity of action amoung the people, the 

residency of the several Stakes should 

called upon to make a strong and 

determined effort to unite the people 
in this matter, and 

We would respectfully suggest that 
full instructions be issued, by the 
proper authorities, tu said presidents, 
setting forth the object tu be accom- 
plished, and asking them to use their 
best efforts to protect the home- manu 
facturing and export interest of the 
Territory, 

And your committee would further 
suggest that their attention be especi- 
ally called to the wool and hide pro- 
ducts of the Territory; as they are the 
foundation of our largest home manu- 
factures, we think these articles should 
be handled within ourselves. We are 
well aware that there is a large surplus 
of wool and hides over and above what 
is required for our home use, and if 
these products are handled within 
ourselves, the kind and quality best 
adapted can be selected for home con- 
sumption, and the surplus sold to our 
own agents, or shipped by them on 
commission as may best suit the pro- 
ducer. 

Your committee firmly believe that 
it is for the best interest of the people 
to adopt this course, and in doing 
this, our home industries will be fos- 
tered, patronized and sustained, fully 
carrying out the old adage of, Th: 
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
